The facility serves the communities of South Salt Lake, West Valley, Taylorsville, Murray, Millcreek, Midvale,
Kearns, Hunter, Holiday, Granger, Cottonwood Heights, Big and Little Cottonwood Canyons and has an
average design flow of 75 MGD. The facility is located at 800 West Central Valley Roaà in Salt Lake City, Salt
Lake County, Utah, latitude 40" 42' 31" and longitude I I lo 54' 57". The permit has Reuse, Biosolids, Vtulti-
Sector Storm Water and Pretreatment components. During the spring/summer months, Central Valley operates
a sand filter to produce Type I reuse water. The treated water is used to water an onsite golf cou.r. und ¡lt ttr"
ponds located on and around the course as well.
